It was noted that Ui^50l^transf erred 
by ACSI to FTD has not been forwarded to SRI-I as scheduled. stated

SGI J 4. (c) informed the committee that representatives from CIA and 

NSA have amKated that their respective agencies might be interested in putting 
money into the program. All agreed that this would be a very welcomed move and 
that hopefully they will want to come involved r ight after current contract 
negotiations are finalized. Meanwhile suggested, and the committee SG1J 
agreed, that representatives from CIA and NSA be invited to the meetings as 
observers. 

5. (S) The next order of business concerned the Statement of Work which the 

committee has been preparing for future contract efforts with SRI-I. I will only 
address those items which I feel are necessary to recall at a later date; however, 
in fact, there were numerous recommendations made concerning changing the 
Statement of Work. A final version of the Statement of Work will be available as 
soon as DIA can get it typed. 

a. (U) Committee recommended that the Statement of Work only reflect a 
one (1) year contract and leave future working "up in the air." 

b. LTC Watt voiced his objections to the practice of allowing SRI-I 
personnel being involved in operational intelligence problems. LTC Watt was 
very concerned about the security aspects of such actions. At worst, LTC Watt
